Rain and strong winds brought 
a threat of new flooding today 
to the storm-ravaged New Jersey 
coast. 


Strong east to southeast winds 
may churn tides two to three 
feet above normal, causing some 
flooding at high tides, according 
to the weather bureau. 


Rain was forecast for most of 
the day with temperatures in the

40s to near 50 in the southern 
section of the state. 


Sunny, spring-like weather dur­ 
ing the weekend gave coastal res­ 
idents a chance to start digging 
out sand, bailing out cellars and 
repairing homes damaged by last 
week’s gale, the w o r s t coast 
storm in 25 years. 


Damage $80 Million 
The death toll from the storm 
stood at 14 today, but 12 other 
persons, including nine aboard two 
missing fishing trawlers, were 
lost and presumed dead. 


Storm damage was estimated 
conservatively at 180 million. 
Damage to state, county, and 
municipal roads and bridges in 
Burlington County was estimated 
at $42,000.

When water reaches ll feet, flood 
conditions are judged "severe.” 
Hart reported, 
He said the gauge at Langhorne 
was registering 10.3 feet at 12:30 
p.m. 
The rate of rise had slowed 
since 11:30 a.m., he said. Police 
and Civil Defense units have been 
alerted since "minor to moderate” 
warnings were posted at 7:45 a m. 
Hart said he received reports 
of local flooding in Langhorne Ter­ 
race. In the upper reaches of Ne­ 
shaminy Creek, flooding was se­ 
vere in at least one location. At 
Bushland, waters had reached a 
depth of 11.9 feet around noon to­ 
day.
